This action on the part of the governor was 
induced by thei turn of affairs in Springfield 
‘to a graver aspect—the lynching of another 
negro having taken place even after the ar- 
rival of the Firat regiment in the capital city. 


Stir at Second Armory. 


There were stirring scenes about the Second 


armory at Washington boulevard and Curtis 
street within a few minutes after the orders 
to move were received. Several privates 
who had heen sleeping in the building imme- 
Gately began to arrange their arms and 
dlanket rolls preparatory to departure. The

Tt was learned when the regiment arrived in 
Springfield that the boy victim's name was 
Darl Nelson of Kankakee. He was 18 years

Effort to Conceal the Facts. 

On the First regiment train, after the 
killing of the boy, these foregoing partic- 
ulars were not of course to be had. The re- 
port of the matter to Col. J. B. Sanborn 
| stated simply that “a guard of company B 
on the front end of the train killed a man 
with a bayonet for trying to steal from the 
car.” 

Col. Sanborn was deeply involved with the 
movement. of the regiment at the time, and 
stated that the matter must be presented 
to Gen, Young upon the regiment's arrival 
at Springfield. 

A half dozen newspaper correspondents, on 
questioning the colonel further, were in- 
formed that he would say nothing personally 
—that the matter was one for the consider- 
ation of the major general. . 

_ The corseepondents préceeded to the front 


‘trance to“the baggage car they 5 denied 
ahmittames by armed sentries, who told them 
they must go back. It was apparent that the 
stabbing of the men was to we suppressed 
if possible. 
one Man Makes Statement. 
ith the exception of one man, who was 
alone, all the soldiers in the car next 
the baggage car either refused to talk or de- 
nied knowledge of the occurrence. The one 
man who talked did so with apparent frank - 
ness and a desire to impart information, al- 
though subsequent reports indicated his story 
was a marked modification of the truth. 
“The man was a hobo,” said this inform- 
ant. He was stealing a ride on the front 
end and opened the door and tried to steal 
some rations. The guard on duty—I don't 
know His name—raised his gun to prod him 
with his bayonet. The bayonet was as sharp 
as 4 razor and slit the back of the man’s coat. 
it went in far enough to cut and the blood 
just streamed down that hobo's back. The 
hobo was put off at Kankakee and he fan 
back along the track cursing us, I guess 
he wasn't hurt much.” 


Antagonism to Civil Officers. 
After leaving Kankakee, Col. Sanborn, 
wivile still disclaiming knowledge of the de- 
talls, said that probably an inquiry board 
of cfficers would be convened ultimately, to 
investigate the case. About this time news 
reached the soldiers to the effect that 
the man stabbed was dead Also it was stated 
that the police from Kankakee were on the 
way to Springfield to arrest the soldier. This 
news aroused antagonism in the rank and 
fie and there were ominous comments such 
as: 

“ They will arrest one of us, will they?" 

Indicative of the efforts to keep the occur- 
rence secret was the failure of local inquirers 
at Springfield to obtain information from 
members of the regiment. The soldiers said 
they had heard nothing of it and thie was true 
so far as the majority of those on the train 
were concerned. Those who did know some- 
thing referred to the stabbing as an “ acci- 
dert.“ 
3 Court of Inquiry Today. } 

Later in the evening, following his receipt 
of Col. Sanborn’s report on the stabbing, 
Gen. Young said: 

“ do not know the name of the soldier 
involved. A court of inquiry will convene 
in the morning to sift the case and deter- 
mine whether it is one that requires a court 
martial. As for reports that the Kankakee 
authorities propose to arrest the soldier, 
State’s Attorney Hatch of Sangamon coun- 
ty will advise us what course to pursue. It 
may involve the question of whether state 
troops on active duty are regulated by the 
rules operative in warfare.”

OF LEVEE RAID. 

“The crowd then moved east on Wash- 
ington street to the quartet of the city 
which is largely populated by colored people 
and known as the levee. 

“Here they secked the stores owned by 
colored persons and one pawnshop., They 
also burned a number of houses, intubated at | 
between twenty and twenty-five. Only mah | 
butidings were burned as were occupied by 
colored people. | 

“ Negroes who were around on the streets 
were assaulted and one was beaten and was 
later hanged toa lamp post. The negro was 
killed while endeavoring to protect his home 
from incendiaries after he had gone to the 
frent door and shot into the crowd. As re- 
ported in the newspapers, the killed number 
three, the injured fifty-three. 


CALL MADE FOR MILITIA. 

“The first call for help came at 4 o'clock 
when Sheriff Werner. asked that a local com- 
pany of the national guard assemble at 8 
o'clock for duty at the county jail. The 
company was assembled at 7 o'clock at the 
jail. | 
“The second call came about 9 o'clock 
when the gatfing gun squad of the local 
militia was assembled at Loper's restaurant. 
At 9:15 p. m. it was thought more help would 
be needed, and - Decatur, Bloomington, 
Normal, Peoria, PeRin, and Taylorville com- 
panies were ordered to assemble at their 
armories. ¢ 

“The Taylorville company started from 
that city at 12 o'clock, Later special trains 
left bearing the company and companies 
from the following cities: Pontiac, Danville, 
Champaign, Union City, which arrived about 
8 o'clock. The Decatur company arrived 
first—at 8 a. m. -and marched at once from 
the cags to the place where tie crowd was 
congregated. Within a few minutes com- 
panies from Peoria arrived and joined 


SHOTS FIRED AT MOB. 

The sheriff ordered the crowd to disperse, 
and on their falling so to do three volleys 
were fired over the heads ofthe crowd. This. 
having no effect, a fourth volley was fired 
and several citizens were injured, the exact 
number not known. The crowd at once dis- 
persed. 

“Five hundred soldiers arrived on the 
scene in the city between 2 a. m. and 3:30 
a.m. At 40 a. m. the Fourth regiment was 
called out. Ite last company will arrive at 
noon today. This morning at 9:20 a. m. the 
First regiment, Imi national guard, was 
called out. It wilt arrive at Springfield 
about 7 p. m. 

“This morning at 2 4. m. 1 las uecha public 
statement to the effect that the colored fami- 
lies who had been driven from their homes 
would be cared for at Camp Lincoln, The 
soldiers are erecting tents there now and 
all who fearing danger will be n 
and protected by the soldiers.

Donigan wes brytelly dbeatem by the mob, 
hanged to 4 tree, and otherwise mistreated. 
His death is only a question of hours. 


DEATH ROLL OF FIVE. 
There now have been four deaths ip Spring- 


field as the result of the riots. To this list is 
added the death of a youth who was killed by 
a member of the First regiment when he at- 
tempted to board the train carrying the reg- 
iment from Chicago to Kanknkee. 

Gixteen men wounded by bulieta, two of 
them fatally; scores of men injured in other 
ways, and twenty-five buildings wrecked, 
with property Ib of $100,000, are some of 
the other results of the two days’ reign of 
crime. 7 

Late tonight the residence of the Rev. 
G. M. McDaniel, 1144 North Sevently street, a 
colored preacher, was torn down by a mob. 
The preacher and his family were not in the 
house at the time of the attack. This after- 
noon they were served with ¢ notice to clear 
the city at once 


VICTIM SITTING AT HOME. 

Donigan, tonight's aged victim of the riot- 
ers, was sitting in front of biz home, within 
a block of the statehouse, when a mob of 
500 whites came along from the state arsenal, 
where they had been creating a disturbance 
because negro refugees were sheltered there. 

The mob halted in front of his cottage. 

“Good evening, gentlemen, what van I do 
for you?” asked Donigan ap he advanced 
toward the crowd on the sidewalk. 

He was struck by a brick that knocked him 


b down. Half a dosen of the mob then jumped 


on him, 3 
“ Get the rope,” shouted one of the rioters. 


ROPE IS PRODUCED. 

Some one in the crowd produced a piece 
of clothesline, and it was quickly adjusted 
about the colored man’s neck. He pleaded 
with them to spare his life, but his assall- 
ants only jeeréd and kicked him again. 

Three or four men grabbed the rope, and 
the poor old negro was dragged along the 
street to a tree. The end of the line was 


thrown over a limb, and the dangling form: 


of the black man shot up ten feet from the 
ground. 
„Have mercy, have mercy, boys,” the 
aged negro feebly cried as the rope tightened 
about his neck, but the reply was only jeers. 


FAMILY WATCHES HANGING. 

Some one reached up with a knife and 
slashed at the victim’s legs. ‘His body was 
lifted up and down several times over the 
limb, while the man’s family eowered within 
the house, unable te give him any aid.

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and rear of the house in which the members 
of Donigan’s family had taken refuge. The

Chief Morris had just returned to his office 
from an inspection of the leveeand other dis- 
tricts inhabited by colored people, ‘The 
patrol wagon drove up to the station just as 
the chief entered. On hearing that another 
negro had been made the victim of lynchers 
he ran to the camp of a militia company close 
to the station and ordered three companies 
to the vicinity of Spring anid Edwards streets. 
The chief accompanied the soldiers. 

Donigan was carried into the station by the 
Wagon men and a doctor sent for, Blood 
was still pumping from the wound in his 
neck, and the doctor who came to attend him 
said he could live only 4 short time. 

4 few minutes after the police reached 
the scene troop I of the First cav- 
elry afrived, having been sent out by 
Gov. Deneen.. Then fighting with the mob 
began. Corporal Reynolds rode back through 
the city at full speed to sécure reinforce- 
ments, and two companies of militia imme- 
diately were sent to the place. 

Before the infantry arrived, however, re- 
peated charges by the cavalry had broken 
up the crowds and sent them flying down the 
street. 


RIOTERS SOON GATHER. 

Tt was not long before the little groups 
began collecting again, and, despite the offi- 
clais’ efforts, the mob soon was as strong as 
over. 

Fears of repeated outbreaks are opealy 
expressed by those in charge of the situation. 
The troops are patrolling ai) parts of the city, 
especially where the negroes live, and it is 


outrage. 
The state arsenal, where several hundred 


homeless negroes are being housed since the 
bu of their homes last night, is one of 
these danger spots. Since early evening it 
has been surrounded by 2,000 whites, who 
are demanding that they be given a chance 
to slay the blacks. Several companies of in- 
fantry have been stationed at the arsenal, 
with orders to shoot to kill H necessary.

Another body of hardened whites is march- 
ing toward a negro camp on the outskirts of 
the city, armed with revolvers and axes and 
all manner ot deadly weapons. The leaders 
of this mob declare they will attack the 
blacks even in the face of gunfire from the 
troops stationed around the refugees’ camp. 

Following the declaration of martial law 
throughout the city at 7 o'clock tonight, 
Maj. Gen, Young, who has eommand of the

Jones arrested a man who he alleges was 
the leader of the mob. He took him to police 
headquarters and got @ partial confession 
from the prisoner.

This is done, they say, to get other 
members of the mob. 

An hour later a dosen men were rounded 
up.

BLACK ACCUGED OF SHOOTING. 

The negro today was identified’ as Scott 
Burton, à barber, who kept a shop at-Ninth 
and Jefferson streets. Burton's shop was 
burned. Burton was acctsed of shooting Jim 
Hayes, a white man, and he was captured in 
his home near Eleventh and Madison streets. 

What followed is described by a man who 
sew the lynching. He said: 

“There was no one near. A white man 
stood half a block away. I saw it myself. 
He lifted a gun to his shoulder, and, taking 
quick aim, fired at the negro. Three shots 
were fired in succession and the negro. fell 
back into the house. The shooting attracted 
the crowds and they made a rush for the 
house. Burton was carried out into the 
yard. He was still alive, but his misery’ was 
ended by a couple of well directed shote 
from the mobd’s guns. 2

THREATS STILL CONTINUE. 

Even with the dispersing of the crowds by 
the soldiers the threats against the 'biacks 
continued. It was then that tiie rioters con- 
ceived the idea of nn. all blacks from 
the city. 

“ Curse the day that Lincoln freed them,“ 
gal man at the head of one gang of rioters. 

No niggere in Springfield, came the cry: 
from the crowd. 

When daylight came the troops: began to 
get control of the situation. They were sta- 
tioned in strategie points all over the negro 
diatrict, and they showed plainly that they 
meant to obey orders and stop the riots, 
even if they had to shoot to kill. . The mob 
dispersed gradually, threatening to get to 
work again ae soon as it became dark 
enough for their purposes. 


CHIEF SAW TROUBLE BREWING. 
"When Chief of Police Morris looked from 
his office window across the street at 7 
o'clock last evening and saw. a small crowd 
of men in front of the Sangamon county jail 
he remarked to the night squad just leaving 
the station for patrol duty that trouble could 
be expected before morning. He did not 
anticipate, however, that it was to be the 
wildest: night in the history of the nan 
police department. 

There were less than fifty men tn the first 
crowd that moved along Jefferson street 
and stopped in front of the county bastile, 
The leaders of the mob, it is said, were coal 
miners from surrounding towns. Chief Mor- 
ris has today given the names of half a 
dosen of the men who helped to make up 
the first crowd of rioters, and he says they 
all live outside springfield. 

CROWD GROWS TO THOUSAND. 
As the two pegroes upon whom the mobꝰ 
anger was bent had deen takep from the 
jail two hours before to Bloomington the 
police chief felt that the news of their re- 
moval would hayg ttie effect of dispersing 
the crowd. In this he wes mistaken. Chief 
Morris went to the telephone and called up 
Sheriff Werner. They conversed a few min- 
ntes, and both were of the opinion that the 
trouble would not culminate in the loss of 
An hour later the crowd of mater had 
grown to a thousand. There was no at- 
tempt of any of the men to disguise them- 

selves. x :

but kindling. His restaurant and saloon 
in the basement wers next attacked with a 
volley of bricks. The large plate glass Win- 
dows were smashed, also the doors, and there 

was not a whole chair or table left in the 
place. The restaurant was filled with guests 
at the time and inany of them were struck by 
the’ flying missiles. Au the windows in a 
dental establishment. over Loper’s place were 
broken and business houses at either side 
also suffered. 

GIRL TRIES TO HOLD MOB. 

Miss Anne Atwood, who was employed as 
cashier by Loper, stood in the front doorway 
for a time armed with @ revolver and tried 
to keep the mob back. She retreated to the 
kitchen when 4 shower of bricks from the 
street. was hurled: against the front win- 
dows. 

Loper had difficulty sn escaping the venge- 
ance of the mob, and several shots wre | 
fired at him, none of which struck him. . 
fought against leaving the place which the 
vandals were wrecking, and did not go until 
some friends who feared for his life hustled 
him out the rea. 


YOUTH THE FIRST SLAIN. 


It. was at toate place that the first. ta- 
tality occurred. Louis Johnson, a young 
man who, it is said. was not one of the 
rioters, was shot.in the abdomen. Johnson 
was standing in a doorway near Loper’s 
place when’ he was hit by g stray bullet. 
He wae dead when found. : 

The wreckage. of Loper’s restaurant was 
complete. Not a bottle or decanter of liquor 
was lett in the place unbroken. As the front

Denen, dut the Noters paid 
no more héed to the rattle of musketry than 
they did to the ‘clubs of Chief Morris’ biue- 
coats, One reason, perhaps, why the. rioters 
did not fear the soldiers was they felt, no 
bullets would be fired to stop their; depreda- 
tions, The militlamen knew that to fire inte 
the mob was to take a ‘chance of killing their 
own flesh and blood, and this acted as a ce 
torrent when ‘volleys of buljéte otherwise 
would have been rained upon the rioters. 


MOBS JOIN: IN MAROH. - 


The two mobs comprising the thousands at 
the jail and the crowd at Loper’s came to- 
gether later in the evening and marched east 
in Washington street toward what ls known 
as the levee district. Saloons and other re- 
sorts kept by negroes abound on each side 
of the street from Seventh street to Tenth, 
and the howling mob went through the wide 
thoroughfare shouting curses at the negroes 
who peopled it. e 

Before getting into Washington street the 
mob from Loper's had to pass the court- 
house, where a large number of persons had 
gathered’ tf hear Eugene A. Chain; the pro- 
hibition candidate for president, deliver a 
political speech. Some of those in the mod, 
thinking that Mr. Cham was trying to quel 
the riotous scenes, hurled bricks at the 
speaker's stand. The presidential candidate 
was struck by one of the missiles, but for- 
tunately he was not seriously *

WRECK SECOND. HAND STORE. 


When the two mobs came together after 
this incident at the public square, the strug- 
giing mass had now reached a stage border- 
ing on irresponsibility. From every street 
intersection the crowd was augmented until 
Washington street was black with a cursing, 
jeering army of hoodlums. Word was passed 
among the leaders that a second hand dealer 
named Fisher in ‘Washington street; between 
Seventh and Eighth streets, had sold a negro 
are er. 

Halt“ was the command of those in front 
when the Fisher store was reached. Instant- 
ly there was a shower of bricks and stones 
hurled against the small frame bullding. and 
the front of it was wrecked. As many men 
of the mob Who could get into the store 
rushed inside the building and it was looted 
In a few seconds. ‘Fisher’ carried large 
stock of new and second hand firearms, of 
which the mob took possession. : 

For three blocks east of Fisher's store, on

BLACK HANGED FOR SHOOTING, : 

About 4 o’clock this morning the negro who 
was iyncohed- was met by the mob in front of 
a saloon at Fifteenth. and Madison streets. 
It ie asperted he. was armed with two ro- 
volvers. and that he fired several shots at the 
mob. No one who was a witness to the lynch- 
ing will talk for publication, as proseqution is 
feared, but the police declare that the negro 
was riddled with bullets before the rope was 
put around his neck. He was swung'to a tree 
and the body was again the target of bullets. 
At daylight the swinging corpse was cut down 
and removed to an undertaker’s shop. 1 

An hour before the lynching William Bowe, 
chief. clerk-in the county treagurer’s office, 
was shot and it is thought fatally: ‘wounded, 
not far from the spot where the negro was 
strufg up. Bowe, who is one ‘of the beat’ 
known and most popular men in Springfield, 
was. with two friends following in the wake 
of the incendiaries wien they mat a ant of 
negroes. The negroes opened fire on Bowe: 
and his friends, one of the bullets: striking 
Bowe in the abdomen. His death is expected 
before morning. 7 

HOSPITAL FULL OF INJURED. 

St. John s hospital, only a block distant 
from’ the: dad lands,” is filled ‘with’ those 
injured. Sixteen patients are suffering from 
bullet wounds. All but two, it is thought, wit) 
recover. 48 many more who sustained in- 
juries by being struck by bricks and stones 
were treated py the sisters at the hospital 
and they went to their homes. 

“All those who were injured by being shot 
arrived at the hospital between 1 and 4 
o clock in the morning. The ninety-eight a. 
ters in charge of the institution were in 
readiness to receive the victims. Eight doc- 
tors in charge of City Physician Salyers are 
caring for the injured.

First Regiment Goes. 

Tus First regiment—first to be called out 
dy the goyernor—departed from Chicago’ 
at 4 o'clock’ yesterday afternoon on two spe- 
cial Illinois Central trains. Seven hundred 
and twenty-two men comprised the force. 

It was 9:46 a m. when Gov. Deneen’s order 
for this regiment. arrived, and within an bour 
every officer and private who could be reached 
by. phone knew that the troops were to start 
and had been ordered to-report at onceat the 
armory, Michigan avenue and -Sixteenth 
street. 

From this time until the troops marched 
down Michigan avenue and boarded their 
train at the Twelfth street station things 
went with a jump in the armory. The first 
thing each man did, apparently, when he 
received: his orders, was to telephone his 
wife or sweetbeart to meet him at the ar- 
mory.The result was a procession of hundreds 
of white faced girls and anxious mothers, 
making thein way in at the big doors, each 
with a newspaper clasped tightly in her hand 
and each perfectly sure, from what she had 
read, that the regiment was mafching into 
the jaws of death. 

New Magazine Rifles Carried. 

Up in the locker rooms on the top floor the 
young soldiers nervously pulled out their 
service uniforms of brown khaki, rolled their 
blankets and ponchos into the proper dough- 
nutlike shape, got their tin cups and knap- 
sacks together, and received their rations— 
a single emergency ration consisting of three 
ham. sandwiches and a canteen full of coffee. 
Then they went below to say goodby. 

* When, at 2:45, the last of the twelve com- 
panies had joined the hollow square on the 
drill floor, the regiment was the most for- 
midable fighting force that hae assembled in 
Chicago for a serious purpose since the Span- 
ish war. Dach man was armed with s 
United States army magazine rifle of the- 
new pattern, which has replaced the oid 
Wrag-Jorgensens, and each had twenty 
rounds of ball cattridges.

Pulpit.of Race .to Suggest Springfield 
Remedies Today. 


Rigid enforcement of the law combined 
With a conscientious support of the pulpit 
and the press and other molders of public 
opinion were the remedies urged yesterday 
by the intelligent element of the negroes 
in Chicago. 

This morning the negro pulpit win dwell 
on the Springfield trouble, drawing parallels 
between lynching in the south and the north, 
in an endeavor to point out the spread of 
lynching and the inevitable qutcome of gen- 
eral disorder ff the law is not applied imme- 
diately and sternly in the capital. 

Suggestions for the checking of mobs and 
the stand the negroes are to take in the 
presem matter will be asked from mem- 
bers of the different colored congregations 
of Chicago. 

The Rev. H. BE. Stewart, pastor and war- 


den of the Institutional church and Social! 


Settlement, 4845 Dearhorn street, Will appeal 
to his congregation to organise for the pur - 
pose of expurgating the district in which 
they live of all dives and disorderly houses. 

it is the intention of Dr. Stewart to have 


his congregation draw up a resolution ap- 


pealing to both the city and the state au- 
thorities to pass lawe placing restrictions 
upon Jocalities where the lower class of col- 
ered people are congregated. The pastor 
feels that the existence of flagrant disorder- 
ly places have a more detrimental effect 
upon the colored race than resorts have upon 


white people. 


Says “Punish the Lynchers.” 
F. L. Barnett, assistant state’s attorney,

Springfield lynching. Mr. Barnett felt cer- 
tain that this could be brought about by the 
testimony of Harry Loper, the restaurant 
man whose café was destroyed by the mob, 
who undoubtedly recognized many men in 
the crowd. 
„he Springfield lynching is race prejudice 
reased in barbarism,” said Mr. Barnett. 
Springfield lynching is absolutely un- 
e It is the deliberate act of brutal 
jawbreakers,who start out to kill a helpless 
prisoner, who having been c reed with a 
crime, has no opportunity to e his inno- 
cence.

MANY WOMEN ARE BRUISED. 


Rainfall Sets New Record of .38 of an 
Inch in Five Minutes. 


Eleven women and one man were injured 
in a number of residences, and business 
places were damaged by lightning last night 
during a storm which established a new rec- 
ord for rainfall in Chicago... The storm 
broke at 6:48 o’clock, and .88 of an inch ot 
rain fell within five’ minutes. In the few 
hours that followed the rainfall was in- 
creased to an inch. 

A stampede among the passengers fol- 
lowed when a bolt of lightning struck with- 
in a few feet of a Calumet electric car at 
One Hundred and Tenth street and Michigan 
avenue. A fuse was blown out and flames 
started in the floor of the car, which was 
crowded. The passengers fied in terror.

‘fact he is a member of a champion team is due 
to the Iftberality ot his employer in putting to- 
gether a champion team more than to the in- 
‘dividual efforts of the players. The purpose 
of the world’s series, as originally conceived, 
was to supply the public's demand for the 
determination of supremacy between two well 
matched rivals.

terra firma, Nathaniel Southgate Shaler, "ake 
fessor of geology at Harvard university, finds 
the sources of earth’s energy as yet almost 
untouched and the resources of old Mother 
Earth for her children hardly tapped. For 
100.000,000 years or more there will be more 
than enough for the sons of men, who are 
@estined to evolve into beings beside whom 
the present human race will be but brutes. 
The failing treasure store of coal and wood 
ie no menace to mankind. These are trivial 
energies compared with those locked in wind, 
and sea, and river. The wind alone contains 
Many times the power now utilized by man 


trom all other sources combined. The winds 


‘propel the sailboats and grind much corn ana 

pump much water, but after all their possi- 
Dilities as yet are fairly untapped. And that 
pecause of the great variations in the speed 
of the air currents and the long periods in 
which the movement is so slight that they af- 
ford no effective power whatever, together 
with other periods when the speed is so high 
2 to be destructive to most machinery. 

But Dr. Sheler expects the methods of the 
Storage battery and its cheapened cost and 
Greater efficiency to enable us to capture 
und utilize this oldest servant of man to in- 
@alculably better advantage.

be made to serve the purposes of irrigation. 

The increase in the use of this source of en- 
ergy probably will not continue to be rapid 
until the supply of the fossil fuel approaches 
exhaustion. From that time on it will be 
speedy until all this group of resources is 
completely allied to the arts.

Man Will Harness the Tides. 

Next the tides, produced mainly by the 
moon’s attraction, and swinging from ten to 
twenty feet along thousands of miles of 
coast line. There is so much energy in the 
tides alone that if they only were harnessed 
and set to work no other power would be 
required for the needs of all the hosts which 
the soll could sustain with the best hus- 
banding. 

A few centuries ago there was a tide mill 
in yee. It had a maximum of several thou- 
sand horse power and was imported to Amer- 
ica from England, but was hard to manage 
because of the tidal irregularities. 

With the development of the storage bat- 
tery stem, however, methods will improve 
and enable the people of the twenty-third 
century to find a valuable resource in the 
tide. 

The sea waves in times of storm have an 
energy of about 10,000 pounds to the square 
foot, or about that in an ordinary low pres- 


“sure boiler, but their action is so intermit- 


tent and variable that they are unlikely to 
be utilized save as in extremity. 

In ancient story Archimedes set fire to 
ships in the siege of Syracuse by refiecting 
sun rays on a mirror and thus concentrating 
their heat. In low latitudes, where the sky 
is rarely clouded, about a hundred square 
feet of mirrors some hours each day would 
yield about one horse power. 

The central heat of the earth is so abun- 
dant that if it could be utilized no other en- 
ergy would be needed for a million years 
to come. But at present this looks un- 
reachable. The average increase in temper- 
ature is only about 100 degrees Fahrenheit 
for the mile, and at less than three miles 
down the pressure would close any pipe 
bored down, es has been proposed. So that 
this does not seem promising at the moment.

The arid deserts the 
world over hitherto have been gbandoned as 
profitless. But with the com of irrigation 
these will prove not very fertile but twice and 
thrice as productive as the naturally fertile 
lands. 

“ Given the suitable temperature, the erop 
giving value of a soil is in proportion to the 
amount of sunshine and the supply of water 
furnished at the time required for the growth 
of plants. When the needed water comes di- 
rectly from the sky, the sunshine is inter- 
rupted, and if the rainfall is ever so little de- 
layed beyond the oritical timee when the 
plants need it, their growth is interrupted. 
It may be roughly estimated that at the rate 
of growth in an irrigated desert, such as we 
find in Utah, the yield of an acre, owing to 
these advantages, is likely to be about twice 
as great as in a like area in a humid district 
such as Illinois, In the more fertile portions 
of the tropical and subtropical regione irri- 
gation often makes it possible to raise three 
crops a year where but one could be assured 
by the direct rainfall.”

Arid Lands ac Fertile. 

The irrigate solls also are more perma- 
nently fertile. The supply of water is com 
trolled so that the washing of the eolis into 
the rivers can be entirely avoided. A large 
amount. of soluble material Hes in the sub- 
soll, so that waste can be restored readily. 
s possessions of the race the redeemed 
deserts are of far more value than the rich- 
est naturally well watered fields. They are 
likely to afford sustenance to men long after 
the solls lying on steep slopes have gone away 
to the sea. 

The largest and most numerous flelds for 
irrigation Dr. Shaler places in the twin con- 
tinents of America, particulatiy in North 
America. In the United States are four great 


valleys besides many smaller areas. These 
four are the valleys of the Rio Grande, the 
Colorado, the Arkansas, and the upper Mis- 
sissippi rivers. 

By far the most important field is the upper 
Missouri and ite numerous branches, from 
the Platte upward. Even in the summer 
seasen there is water enough in this system of 
rivers for the crops on several million acres. 

When arid United States alone is reclaimed 
there will be a gain in the food supply enough 
for something like fifty times the present 
number of people. 

Prof. Shaler expects the irigation methods 
to extend to other lands now accounted fertile 


and thereby at least to double their yield, all | 


over the continent, 

When the world will be fully developed 
most of the land waters will flow to the sea 
no longer, but will pass beck to the air by 
evaporation from irrigated feldes Many 
good results will accrue from this. There will 
be larger crops and less variable, a marked 
gain over the present where there is serious 
waste of effort due to want of uniformity in 
return for a given amount of work in tillage. 
This variation is the “ primal curse of agri- 
culture,” and when it is removed will allow 
farming to ente a new 1 becoming a

„There also is land to be won from the ses. 


‘Nearly all over Burope this has been done 


over and over again in the past, especially 
by Holland. In America around the Cheze- 
peake and Delaware bays, along the Fiort- 
da coast, and elsewhere, many sunken acres 
are waiting to be reclaimed by man. Al- 
though Dr. Shaler deciares his basis for com- 
putation to be: imperfect he reckons that in 
the debatable ground of mud flats, marshes, 
and mangrove swamps there are no less than 
£00,000 square miles that sometime will be 
utilized and afford food for several hundred 
millions of people. 

“ Ae this land is of rare fertility and en- 
during to the tax of cropping beyond that of 
any upland fields, it has a perspective value 

as a human asset far beyond an equal area 
— oMinary ground.“ 

Inland swamps and bog lands along the 

larger streams of Africa, the Americas, and 


northern Asia furnish additional prises for 


the future engineer, the largest part of the 
earth's surface that can be won from the cov- 
ering of water being about 800,000 square

miles. Should tt prove possible to develop 
tillage in any considerable part of the tun- 
dra of Siberia the total may much exceed 
that amount; it may on those conditions rise 
to near half a million square miles.” 
From the dreinable lake beds come posst- 
bilities of tillable lands, comparable in area 
to that which may be hed from the desserts. 
the morasses and the shallow shore sones

Solving Problem of the Wile. 

The Nile river long has been a promiem, 
and when it has been solved, ae it now 
promises to be, the population of Egypt is 
likely to Increase by one-half. Ajthough 
there is lack of date for anything like an 
accurate reckoning in this matter, t- appears 
evident that, with an adequate and possible 
storage of the flood waters of the Nile, desert 
lands in Nubia and along the lower reaches 
of the river can be won to cultivation, which 
will afford food for a population at least 
five times as numerous as that now dweill- 
ing between Khartum and the sea, 

It is not enough, however, to have land, 
nor even to have fertile land. It must be 
kept fertile. The soll washes away to the 
sea, it becomes sterile by perpetual cropping, 
and then men become as the fabled tethyo- 
pophagi, 4 rare and scantily fed animal 
dwelling on the seashore and feeding on the 
fruits of the ocean. Although ft may seem 
preposterous to imagine thet the soll is 
constantly slipping away beneath our feet 
into the sea. yet it is true, in tilled and un- 
tilled fields alike, but particularly in the 
plowed lands, which lose their natural pro- 
tective coating of vegetation. 

In the natural state the seaward movement 
of the particles composing a large area of 
soll possibly may be as small as a foot in 
a century. From something like that miné- 
mum it increases until it becomes so rapid 
that there is no soll coating retained on the 
surface, as is the condition on the ares 
where the bare rocks are exposed.

That is the man. Since he was 12 years 
old he has toiled with an energy and an en- 
thugiasm that has been extraordinary.

“a has, above all else, the face of an honest 
man, and his worst enemy would hesitate 
before he cast a doubt upon the integrity of 
the man who has been for many years the 
most dreaded foe of the criminal element in 
his native city, He has a curiously direct 
way of looking at you from his deepset eyes 
which has proved disconcerting on many ac- 
casions to the evildoers who have been called 
on to face him. Yet he is a kindly man, and 
knows how to sympathize with those who 
have gone under in the battle of life. 

Children love him. He has three children 
of his own, and he is perfectly convinced 
that they are the most wonderful children 
in the world. Some of the wretches who 
heve known him only ae the stern avenger of 
the law might be surprised if they were to 
gee him in those moments when he speaks of 
his family. 1 


Born in Chicage in 1867. 

Judge Oleon was born in Chicago on Market 
street in 1867. His father was a Swedish 
estenemason and the little boy ran wild on 
the streets without a great deal of care being 
bestowed upon him. The name of the street 
in which he Med has since been changed 
to Orleans street, and Judge Olson; with 
a twinkle in his eye, will tell you the reason: 

“The gang in that street made it so tough 
that they had to change its name. I was 
one of the gang.” 

However, he éGannot have been exceeding- 
ly bad; for his family moved to Kansas when 
he was 3 years old. Nine years later his fa- 
ther died and young. Harry found that. the 
burden of the bread winner was laid on his 
shoulders and he turned to witha will. He 
sawed wood, painted barnes, ran errande, and 
did any kind of work that would be given 
him. In intervals he went to school. 

There were days when his clothes were so 
ragged that be was asherfied to go to the 
schoolhouse, but he was determined to learn 


and mastered 


work they had been doing during the day, 
Then ny would resolutely set to work 
-the tasks by Himself. It was 
vhartcteristic-of the boy which was to have 
striking results in the man. .

Life in a Country Town. 

When he was 13 he went to live with a 
brother at Pecatonica, III., where he re- 
mained for four years and graduated from 
the high school. Incidentally he learned the 
trade of carriage painter. If you ask the 
judge where Pecatonica is he will tell you this 
litle story: 

A man got on the train in Chicago one day 
in a disgruntied frame of mind. When the 
conductor came around he asked the man 
where he was going.

After four years Harry Olson returned to 
St. Mary's, Kas., and became a student in 
St. Mary's college, teaching, at the same 
time, the primary grades. The following 
year he became principal in the city schools, 
the youngest school principal in the state, 
But his thirst for knowledge was far from 
satisfied, and he entered Washburn college, 
Topeka, where he remained for two years, 
His money which he had saved from teach- 
ing gave out and he determined to tempt for- 
tune in Chicago. 

Returning to the city of his birth, he earned 
a living teaching night school, at the same 
time attending the law school of the North- 
western university, from which he was grad- 
uated in 1891. 

Bo he found himself at 24 well equipped 
for his chosen profession except for money 
and influential friends, of which he was 
practically bankrupt. But in their stead he 
had an invincible energy and a loyalty of 
purpose which get failure at defiance,

Won Success in Law Practice. 

The young lawyer opened offices in the 
Chamber of Commerce building and his auc- 
cess was instant and permanent. He had a 
thoroughness of method and a soundness of 
knowledge which could not fail to recom- 
mend him, and when at the end of five years 
he gave up his private practice to become 
assistant states attorney under Deneen he 
was making an Income of $7,500 a year. 

It ie characteristic of the man that he was 
willing to accept a post far less remunerative 
than his own efforts merely for the sake of 
obtaining the wide range of experience which 
was offered by the state's attorney's office. 

During the next ten years Assistant State’s 
Attorney Olson was engaged in almost all 
the more important cases which came to the 
state’s attorney's office.

Probably the most sengatidnal of all these 
cases was that of Paul Stensiand, the default- 
ing president of the Milwaukee Avenue bank. 
Judge Olson assisted in the capture of Stens- 
land. 

When the municipal courte w 
into being in 1906 Mr. Olson offe himeelf 
as a candidate for chief justice, and the 
people recognised his claims in a sweeping 
victory at the polls. 

Under the Municipal court act the chief 
justice was given extraordinary powers and 
was made the executive head of the great 
department. What this means may be 
gathered from the fact that the outgoing: 
and income of the courts amount to over a 
million and 4 half yearly, every cent of 
which is expended or received under the di- 
rect supervision of Judge Olson. 

Apart from his judicial functions these 
duties naturally entail an enormous amount 
of work, but so thoroughly is that work 
done that County Treasurer Thompson on 
a recent visit to the chief justice exclaimed 
in astonishment when the judge showed him 
his accounts: 

Why, there is not a public office in the 
country where the accounts are kept with 
such perfection.“ 

Judge Olson was married in 1892 to Miss 
Bernice Miller of Pecatonica, who hed been 
his sweetfeart in his schoolboy days. He is 
the father of three children, the oldest of 
whom is 12 years of age.

How He Came to Be a Lawyer. 

The judge has a humorous explanation of 
his own as to how he decided to embrace 
the law. 

When I was a boy,” he saya, “ the most 
important man in the village was the preach- 
er. He had everybody doing homage to him, 
and I thought he was the greatest man in 
the world. However, I did not feel that I 
could ever become a preacher, so I decided 
to follow in the steps of the next greatest 
man, who was the lawyer. Neither of them 
looks ao big now, but I am satisfied.” 

Although Judge Olson holds an elective 
office, he never had been in politica, in the 
general acceptation of the phrase. 

„ have never cared to be a politician,” is 
his way of putting it,.“" except in as far as 
taking an interest in public affairs and al- 
ways wishing to know what was being done 
and who was doing it.

Then, too, the nickel fare which the hus- 
band has to pay will take two children out. 
And whether the children need the fresh air 
more than their father, they insist on having 
it; they insist on going out for a car ride and 
they get it, while their father contents him- 
self with taking a nap on the sidewalk or 
porch or anywhere so long as it is in the open 
air. 

A car ride with these mothers who take 
their summer vacation in two hour doses once 
a week shows strikingly the clese relation- 
ship which exists between the tragic and 
comic.

So it is a natural consequence hat the na- 
ture, disposition, character, habits, and life 
plan of the boss influences, If it does not gov- 
ern, the ways of the young man below. And 
this is why Jones, whose name is legion, is 


no more fit to serve as this ideal than the 


aforementioned barkeep is to explain the 
water to wine story of Galilee. 

Jones isn’t vicious, or anything like that. 
The trouble is only that he isn’t awareof his 
responsibility as the boss. He feels that he 
is responsible to the firm, sure enough, but 
that’s all. He refuses to recognize or to ad- 
mit that he is responsible to his employés, 
except in the matter of paying them their sal- 
aries at the stipulated time. Beyond this, a 
blank. And it is beyond this, really, that the 
more vital portion of the resporisibility of 
employer to employé is to be found. For here 
are found the actions from which the under- 
ling draws his estimation of the character 
of the boss, by which light he sees the road 
which he deems it best to travél.

Jones Not a Leader, 

Now, to be strictly honest, we've got to ad- 
mit that Jones’ conduct is not a shining ex- 
ample of what the conduct of a leader should 
be. First of all, the fact that he isn’t broad 
enough or deep enough to see and admit his 
responsibility toward those under him is 
against him. A real leader sees these things. 
There are just enough employers of this type 
extant today to furnish a contrast to Jones. 
But this is a matter of inheritanee, perhaps, 
and it may not be Jones’ fault that he isn’t 
a born leader. He can’t help that. But he 


ean help a lot of things, most of the other 
things, in fact. He‘can avoid the small, sharp 
practices which so many of him resort to in 
their business dealings; he can impress upon 
the plastic mind of his young clerks that hon- 
esty means honesty to customers, not merely 
to the firm. He can avoid profanity in mo- 
ments of slight irritation—it was only the 
other day that the writer heard within one 
hour the original cuss word of an employer 
and its repetition by a clerk. He can avoid 
any number of things in the office, things 
which he does every day in hig life, and which 
distinctly are not indicative of a leader sige 
character. 

But, perhaps, it is outside the office that he 
has his best chance to not do what he does. 
Does Jones ever think what his clerks think 
when they see him imbibing strong drinks 
across the street? ) 
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Drinks, Sets Dad Example. 

Well, this is about the substance of it: 
Boosing is all right; the boss does it.“ Now, 
Jones, personally, may not be hurt by what 
he drinks; probably isn't, be¢ause few men 
get to be boss who drink unwisely and un- 
well; but it is quite certain that his clerk will 
be, if he follows his bibulous example. But 
the boss does it, so it is all right; and Mr. 
Jones has helped to give another young man 
@ wrong point of view of conviviality. 

As the boss, so the bossee. And some day, 
when Jones wakes up and finds that a trusted 
elerk has drunk and gambied, away several 
thousands of his, Jones', money, it never 
occurs to him that he himself laid the seed 
for that harvest. No. But, O! how angry 
he is as he expresses himself on the charac - 
ter of the defendant. 

Well, of course, in this day of the get rich 
today régime we can't be expected to take 
time to stop and go carefully enough to fur- 
nish examples to anybody, No, of course 
not. But really, in the increased standard of 
honor and conduct among employés, in their 
increased efficiency and faithfulness, the em- 
ployer who would takeythis trouble would 
find that the trouble had paid.“

The recent financial trouble served its pur- 
puse well, indeed, in furnishing excuses for 
delaying payment of bills of all sorts. Busi- 
ness undoubtedly suffered some, but in no 
euch degree as a confiding collector might 
ba ve been led to suppose. To his ears it 
must have seemed that an industrial cata- 
cliysem had taken place; all the old, constant 
Stallers used the depression as their one 
best excuse. 

But it isn't always anything with so le- 
gitimate an appearance that serves as a 
means to balk the collector.

The coming presidential election al- 
ready is beginning to do yeoman work, and 
as the day of the battle approaches the ex- 
cuse will be worked more and more strenu- 
ously, and the slow payers will be more and 
more certain that they’ve got to wait until 
the election is decided before paying a per- 
fectly good bill—which eventually they will 
have to pay regardless of Mr. Taft or Mr.

The ability to speak fluently, pointedly, and 
decisively, without pedantic superlatives or 
glib fim flam in no small measure helps one 
to have, hold, and honor a place in the busi- 
ness world. Emerson says it isn’t so much 
what we say as how we say it that makes a 
difference and I'm sure everybody has noticed 
that we often are judged by: the quality and 
force of our speech. 

Especially do you find this true in applying 
for positions, when your way of saying things 
is more or less bound to reflect your capabili- 
ties and characteristics. At least four out of 
every five managers can tell by the range 
and spirit of your talk whether you are su- 
perficial or sincerely businesslike; timid or 
self-confident. 

Having gained a good position one should 
neither be a wordless stoic nor a babbling 
brook, but find the Kappy medium by subdu- 
ing one’s extreme tendencies according to 
conditions. The woman who expresses her- 
self neatly and potently, never blatantly or 
impulsively, often outstrips her sister work- 
ers who may be better informed or equipped 
in other respects. She attracts and com 
pels attention more readily. 

But the other extreme exists. A certain 
office girl would not ourb her exuberant wits, 
she said many bright and amusing things, but 
a peculiar slanginess of speech was reproved 
by her fellow workers, and her piquant, al- 
most flippant discourse with the boss often 
incurred his reproach.

How to Care for Old Laces. 


The question of how to kep old lace is one 
most women will de interested to study. Tt 
is no uncommon thing to find lace that has 
been lying by disfigured by brown. stains; 
sometimes these rot, and then the only way 
to use them is by cutting out the pattern 
from the faded ground and appliqué them on 


a fresh ground work. When putting away 


old lace or embroidered handkérchiefs they 
should never be folded in flat, regular folds. 
Put some paper under them and throw them 
quite carelessly in a box, but use a good deal 
ot paper; ‘blue tlesue is best or black lace 
paper. One or the other is absolutely essen- 
tial with Brussels and certain kinds of lace 
that after washing are cleaned with some 
sort of powder that is apt to develop brown 
spots when laid away. Many 4 bride when 
returning home from the honeymoon finds 
her bridal lece in this condition, and worse 
still her satin dress, on which it rested, is 
marked also. Had some black paper been 
laid under the folds of the lace this would 
have been avolded. 

An easy way of washing lace is to immerse 
it in a soap lather and pat it, barely rubbing 
it, until the dirt is removed, and then wind- 
ing it around a bottle covered with flannel 
and filled with hot water, a treatment which 
will bring out all the edges. | 

To clean black lace scald some bran with 
boiling water, dip the lace up and down in ths 
bran water; when warm squeeze the water 
out and pull out the edges. Iron between 
muslin in a blanket to avoid glazing. Do 
not put it in front of a fire, for fear of spoil- 
ing the color and giving it a rusty appear- 
ancee. Always first wipe and then shake the 


lace. If too fragile pin the lace on a padded 
board, sponge all over with beer, and let dry 
on the cushion. 

| 

The really simple and washable frock of 

the moment is a difficulty when the matter 
of finishing off the hem of the skirt has to be 
considered. The three large ticks are cer- 
tainly a good idea, but an idea at least three 
summers old, and a deep hem of quite small 
tucks set close together may be suggested 
as an alternative. Theghem of another color, 
though still worn, has been overdone. Wash 
frocks, with their short skirts, want some 
finish, and do not look so well left entirely 
plain as the trailing afternoon skirts do.

Finds Use for Work Table.

Many Hooks and Eyes. . 

Every possible size and style of hook and 
eye appeared in the collection, aa did every 
possible kind of feather bone and whalebone. 

A few gowns and waists given to her by a 
rich friend a few years before had caught the 
last of the supplies of the vanishing whale- 
bone. Smooth and polished on the edge, these 
were used to fix corsets. ‘“‘ When the feather- 
bone begins to get splintery and poke through 
at the waist line I slip one of these short 
whalebones in on the inside, said the girl. 
Next to them was a buncl of the broad silk 
tape that had been gathered on over the 
whalebones. 

These were used to sew in little patches over 
the ends of the corset bones the minute they 
began to poke an opening through.

Woman's Social Government Society 

Is promoting the candidacy of suitable 
women at the next elections to the London 
borough and town councils... A conference 
on the subject was held at the house of Mrs. 
Milboliand, where eighty persons attended 
from eight counties. The meeting was ad- 
dressed by Miss Sutton, town councilor of 
Reading, and Mr. Croote of the National 
Vigilance association. Local conferences 
were recommended as a means of arousing 
interest, and also the holding of classes for 
instruction in the duties of citizens. 

In many localities’ people are uncertain 
whether they should induce women who are 
strong political partisans to become candi- 
dates, and it was interesting to note that the 
speakers at the conference on the whole in- 
clined to think it wiser, when possible, to 
get women to stand on nonparty lines, as by 
so doing they more readily could lead elec- 
tors to appreciate the gain it would be to have 
the codperation of women in Ideal admin- 
istration. , 

In Birmingham the Women’s Labor leagu 
hopes to support a woman candidate, Miss 
Margaret Smith.

Frank Hitchcoek was not known outside a small 
circle of government employés and office holders until 
four years ago. Today he is im line for a cabinet 
office if he lands Mr. Taft in the White house. In 
politics he exemplifies the man without a pull. In 
life he exemplifies the man who has made the most 
of his material opportunities. He is of the new school 


—the young gentleman in politics. He did it all be 
hard work—work in the real sense of the word, where 


it took a mighty will power to keep off and on, and 
on—waile the rest of his world slept, or flirted, or 
dissipated. 5 


= 
Certain to Do Big Things. 

In seeking to express Mr. Hitchcock’s dominant 
characteristic it is hard to evade the sense of faith 
that he awakens; the feeling that he will do things, 
somehow; that, mo matter what the obstacle is, he will 
get over it. . 

Out in Iowa the other day Mr. Hitchcock was shak- 
ing hands with a few local leaders who came to the 
train to see him. The farmers and station loafers 
sized up the chairman as he shook hands and greeted 
his. friends. They saw a clean cut young man; a dis- 
tinct city and college air; a figure turned out on the 
university athletic field; clothes that came from a 
fashionable tallor; a handshake that they had read 
about in the comic supplements; blue eyes like Blue 
Eyed” Billy Sheehan’s; a smooth, boyish face, a reti- 
cent mouth, and a smile that won them at once. 

“Dollars to doughnuts,” said a farmer who had 
gazed long at the national chairman, “that fellow lands 
Taft in tae White house.” There was no disrenting 
opinion. 

Wherever Mr. Hitchcock goes he inspires this con- 
fidence. He is oll upon the ‘troubled seas of local 
politics. He is the harmonizer, the organizer, the 
master builder of political machines. He sees tine way 
step by step, from the little precinct meeting in the 
negro ward of Chicago and the little gathering of 


‘farmers in the schoolhouse on the hill to the capitol 


at Washington.

@ Makes Business of Campaign. 

The business of managing a national campaign ap- 
pears to Mr. Hitchcock like any other business. It 
is like running a great department store or a railroad. 
The point of supply and the point of demand must 
hitch; the whole must center in one head; every cog 
must be kept in perfect condition; everything that can 
happen must be reckoned on in advance. If Mr. Hitch- 
cock could he would know the name, and record, and 
present condition of mind of every voter in his party. 

To follow Mr. Hitchcock’s habit of thought it will 
be necessary first to tell what he has done—not what 
he is going to do. Silence is the watchword of the 
man. It is extremely difficult to draw him out upon 
his plans. In Washington they call him “Old Sleuth” 
Hitchcock. He does not talk except when necessary, 
but when it is necessary he talks all the time. In 
dealing with politicians of all kinds—and that is his 
specialty—he shows a tact that disarms them, a know!l- 
edge and grasp that surprise them, and a courteous 
impenetrability that baffies them. 

Mr. Hitchcock’s impression upon the Taft cause ig 
his latest and most brilliant work. and calis for the 
first place in the category of his achievements. 


* 
Made Taft's Nomination Possible. 


The work that made Mr. Taft’s nomination possible 
on the first ballot was ‘done in a large part by Frank 
Hitchcock. He took charge of the Washington head- 
quarters the middle of February. One political leader 
after another was called to Washington and talked to 
personally. Mr. Hitchcock, in his canvass for sup- 
port, did not travel about the country. He made little 
stir. He used the long distance phone, and put his 
finger on the man he wanted in New York, or Alabama, 
or Tennessee. He did not talk until March 13, when 
he gave out a forecast that made the “allies” laugh. 

That forecast, which was that Mr. Taft would have 
702 delegates on the first roll call, came true in 2 
Manner which peculiarly illustrates the man whd made 
that forecast. Mr. Taft had 703 delegates at the start. 
Mr. Hitchcock knew of this other delegate, but he was 
not sure. 

After this Mr. Hitchcock began to get ready to de- 
feat the contests of the “allies.” In the preconvention 
fight over seats in Chicago Mr. Hitchcock fought one 
of the great battles of politics. He fought hard and 
ruthlessly. He was on the job every minute. He sat 
in the committee on credentials with a proxy from 
Alaska and watched every move that was made. He 
got some of his friends in through other proxies, until 
he was known as “Proxy Frank.” But he won out. 


* * 
Gathered Evidence in Advance. 

Before the national committee Mr. Hitchcock's 
schemes worked out in beautiful sequence. It devel- 
oped that, in order to be ready with his contests, Mr. 
Hitchcock had sent an able lawyer of the name of 
MoHarg into every district where a contest was ex- 
pected to prepare the evidence for the Taft delegates. 
When the committee met and asked for evidence Mr. 


McHarg dragged forth acres of papers, and effidavits, | 


and briefs. He had everything in shape. There was 
no opposing him. The evidence of the allie“ dele- 
Fates melted away before the avalanche. 

This is where Mr. Hitchcock's machine became 
known as the “steam roller.” He was the “steam 
roller.“ It was his mind that had seen and prepared 
for these things. It was his ability that had organ- 


ized this machine and kept it loyal. He used simply 
the precision that he always uses in any task that he 
undertakes. 

Following the nomination of Mr. Taft, Mr. Hitca- 
cock went into temporary eclipse while the fight over 
the chairmanship of the national committee went on. 
He took no part in this, but when he was named he 
already nad a scheme of campaign mapped out. He 
was ready to work, not to talk. 4 


* 0 
Sees Whole Country at Glance. 


Like all men of big caliber, Mr. Hitchcock is some- 
thing of a prophet. He sees the far results of present 
causes and the intervening events that may change 
the trend of this result. His eye takes in the whole 
country. He Keeps his hand on the political pulse of 
California, Maine, Louisiana. He sees the. similarity 
of conditions. that makes one state like another state 
—politically. He sees the line where conditions change 
and new issues arise. . 

Mr. Hitchcock received the polish on his political 
training under George B. Cortelyou in the campaign of 
four years ago. He was Mr. Cortelyou’s chief as- 
sistant in the Chicago headquarters. He saw ths genius 
of the Roosevelt manager, but he also saw the weak- 
nesses of the system then in vogue. 

In looking over the whole field he saw that what 
Was needed was a greater unity among the states of 
the various regions. He saw the political leaders of 
one state west of the Missouri river fighting hard to 
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pile up huge majorities for Roosevelt, and succeeding. 
He saw another state, close by, losing votes in the 
electoral college by reason of factional fights in the 
party, or the weakness of the speakers, or the lack of 
money. 


As the first move in the national game he moved“ 


upon the Rocky mountain states. He issued 2 call for 
the national committeemen of the seventeen states 
west of the Missouri river to meet in conference. He 
met these leaders and inspired them. He brought 
them together. Under his tactful leadership they were 
calling each other by their first names the second 
day after they met. 


* * 
Organized School of Politics. 

The Hitchcock School of Politics was organized. 
At the conferences the chairman displayed new abili- 
ties. Men who sat in them said he was like a college 
professor explaining a difficult rule in theorems. He 
lectured. He told how to organize precincts, how to 
tabulate voters, how to keep a record of them, how 
to tell the swaying public opinion, how to organize 
from the precinct to the ward, from the county to 
the state. - 

In this meeting, the first of four which will be 
held, Mr. Hitchcock displayed his capacity for work. 
All tae way across the country to the western city 
where the leaders met two typewriters were clicking 
from his drawing room in, the Pullman. Two stenog- 
raphers accompanied him—two young men who are 


eyes. His light haie is smoothly plastered down.

It tis related of him that a few years ago he was 
out with a camping party in the Rocky mountains and 
was compelled to spend several nights in the open, 
without covering and without any of the accessories to 


a morning toilet for a man of the world. Although 


he slept in a blanket, with a pine bough for a pillow, 
he always appeared in the morning with his hair parted 
smoothly and his clothes in good condition. ; 

He is sustained in the hard work of a campaign 
by a constitution that was built up in athletics and 
out of door life and temperate living. He seems to 
thrive on work that would kill an ordinary individual. 
He does not drift. He drives. He never is through 
work. And through it all he remains quiet and undis- 
turbed. He has the Roosevelt energy without the ex- 
plosiveness and the outward manifestation. When he 
got through with that conference he had a grasp of the 
situation that will guide aim all through tne cam- 
paign. Before he entered it he had a grasp on loca 
situations that surprised the leaders. He was the first 
political leader to take advantage of the westward 
trend of the political center and to work toward that 
‘movement. 


Rx * 
Helped Make New. Department. 

Two other phases of Mr. Hitchcock’s work, which 
show the man as nothing else can, are found in his 
connection with the department of commerce and labor 
and the postoffice department. When Mr. Cortelyou was 
placed at the head of the department of commerce and 
labor he drafted Mr. Hitchcock from the department 
of agriculture ag his chief clerk’ With Mr. Cortelyou 


ne Dore the burden of organizing this new department. 


me passed ‘upon the qualifications of employés, and a 
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trained in his hard school of work, whose gospel is 
loyalty. 

Two suit cases full of unanswered letters and tele- 
grams were piled into the drawing room. Mr. Hitch- 
cock emerged only to eat. While the other passen- 
gers were sleeping, or reading, or idling he was work- 
ing. That is the man. 

At the conferences Mr. Hitchcock soon discovered 
that many state difficulties needed smoothing over. 
Several of the situations were delicate. The leaders 
were pessimistic. Before the meetings were over every 
man was an enthusiastic admirer and supporter of 
the chairman and had promised to seek to bring har- 
mony into the state for the sake of the national ticket.

Talked Until Last Man Had Gone. 


What arguments Mr. Hitchcock used cannot be told. 
He talked for twenty and twenty-two hours out of the 
twenty-four, only retiring to his bed after the last poli- 
ticlan had gone. On pleasure excursions de saw r.othing 
of the scenery. He arranged for the comfort and en- 
tertainment of others, but he worked. He argwed, and 
laid down the law, and pleaded. He won. He organ- 
ized. He advised. e started the wheels of a ma- 
chine which will revome with greater and greater ef- 
fectiveness until Noverper. 

One of the peculia s about this man is that no 
matter how hard he wos or how few hours of sleep 
he has he always appears in the morning the rreimest 
one of the party. There is no weariness about his

to tell after a brief interview what a man’s capacity 
and worth ares. 

One of the problems presented to the department 
ot commerce and labor soon after its creation was the 
control of the seal islands of Alaska and the enforce- 
ment of suitable regulations governing the care of the 
natives of the islands. It was a delicate matter, and 
Mr. Cortelyou trusted its solution to his young as- 
sistant. | 

Mr. Hitchcock took up study of the situation with 
his characteristic thoroughness. While he was. study- 
ing the matter a bill was introduced in congress on this 
subject. «Mr. Hitchcock appeared before the ways and 
means committee and made an argument that resulted 
in the bill being pigeonholed until the department 
had time to investigate the subject properly. Mr. 
Hitchcock framed up a set of regulations which are 
said by experts to be an immense improvement over 
the treasury regulations of 1903. The part of them 
that is most admirable is that they safeguard publio 
interests. As a result of this work the administrative 
work relating to the contro] of the seal islands was 
given over to Mr. Hitchcock entirely. 

When Mr. Cortelyou became chaifman of the repub- 
lican national committee in 1904 he asked Mr. Hitch- 
cock to resign from the department and come with 
him. Mr. Cortelyou wanted Mr. Hitchcock’s ability to 
organize, to conduct the work of the committee on busi- 
ness lines, and protect the funds from the grafters who 
considered such campaign organizations their legitimate 
prey. Mr. Hitchcock got here the insight into the 
national game which has made him so valuable to Mr. 
Taft. 

x 
Other Honors Offered Him. 


At the close of the campaign he returned to Wash- 
ington and was immediately selected as secretary of 
the inaugural committee, of which Gen. John M. Wilson 
had: been appointed chairman. The secretary contrib- 
uted in large part to the success of the great ineugu- 
ration celebration. After Mr. Cortelyou had taken his 
position as postmaster general under President Roose- 
velt he sent in the name of Frank H. Hitchcock as 
first assistant postmaster general. The senate con- 
firmed this appointment promptly. > 

Directly under the first assistant in this vast depart- 
ment were the five important bureaus of salaries, post- 
office supplies, correspondence, postal money orders, and 
the dead letter office. ä 

In his office Mr. Hitchcock took advantage of the 
exceptional opportunity to employ the political skilland 
information obtained in his previous experience. Mr. 
Hitchcock turned his eye toward the south, where he 
was already well acquainted with political conditions. 
He sought to reach the republican party down there 
and pull it out of the mire into which it had fallen 
over the race question. 

Mr. Hitchcock proceeded on the theory that the 
industrial situation in the south, rapidly awakening 
into new life, created the same line of demarcation 
there between the followers of the two old parties 
that it does in the northern states. One of the things 
that he did was to make appointments of postmasters 
among the white republicans, and to impress upon 
these men the necessity of upholding the name and 
honor of the party. He tried to get good men. He 
worked to interest responsible men in becoming state 
leaders—men who did not depend upon their federal 
jobs for a livelihood. 

* * 


Sought to Build Up Harmony. 


Then he sought to build up harmony among these 
leaders, not only in one state but harmony between 
the state leaders. The charge has been made that Mr. 
Hitchcock was building up a great political machine to 
use for his own ends, but nowhere is there a sign of 
coercion, and everywhere there is the sign of willing 
obedience to the call of the party, as outlined by the 
chairman. When he had these men in office and had 
started the wheels of the machine going he let it 
alone. Mr. Hitchcock's influence is great in the south, 
but it is because there was need for advice down there, 
and he was acquainted as few men were with the local 
and state situations. 

Mr. Hitchcock’s work in the departments of agri- 
eulture and commerce and labor took him into many 
parts of the south and west. When he was on the road 
he did not waste his time, as many men do, in idling 
about hotet vorfidors. He went out around the town 
and called on the editor of the local republican news- 
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HE Salome dance, with its wealth of 
rhythm, its pulsing pession, and tne 
weird wildness which characterizes it, 
ever since its first appearance has been 
the talk of two continents. Many aave 
seen it, Dut few have understbod it or 
realized just where its great power lay. 


To some it has appealed as risque, to 


others as indecent. Some have been entranced by the 
poetry and music of the thing while condemning the 
dance itself. Others—just a few-—have solved the 
mystery of it and recognized in it the key and the 
open sesame of all the books of ancient poetry, all 
the volumes of mythology, all the mystic legends of 
the past. 

Maud Allan, that slender slip of a girl who, 
through her wonderful creation of the Salome dance, 
has set London mad in more ways than one, crossed 
her white, bangled ankles. The dance was over and she 
was resting and being interviewed at the ‘same time. 

“The Salome dance means to me what it should 
mean to everybody,” she said. “To the pure minded 
taere is nothing in it at which one could take offense. 
No indecency is intended—far from it—why snaould 
any one think that they could discover such a thing? 

“When I took up Salome I found that, without 
effort save the effort demanded in the creation of the 
part, I knew instinctively all that tae old Greeks had 
ever written. I became in Myself a part of the dead 
past. Through megthe ancients have come to life 
again. Is it not so?”

How Ideal baundries Hav 


HE advertised laundries Haven't by any 
means a monopoly on the steam appli- 
ances of their craft. Indeed, a giimpse 
into one of the private clothes washing 
departments of some of the fashionable 
homes of the city, even to one whose ex- 
perience in laundry work extends over 
washing an occasional handkerchief and 
flattening it on her looking glass to dry, would be con- 
vincing that these establishments can excel the thirty- 
eight cent a dozen mangling houses advertised. 

As for the laundresses, from working for a period 
in these sumptuously equipped palaces for fluting, cold 
starching, and fancy pressing, a movement seems im- 
minent in which all Dianas of the tubs wfll hold out 
along with her $1.50 a day with luncheon for a steam 
wringer, an electrical ironer, which glosses a shirt 
While she waits, and a fancy tub which does all the 
work of washing, thereby allowing her extra time in 
which to discuss matters of the day with the janitor 
while the tub works. 


The time is likely to come, if the precedent set in 
fashionable establishments takes root, when no laun- 
dress will consent to do her ironing unless an electric 
fan whirrs its cooling breezes across her person and a 
windmill pumps medicated water, refrigerated in the 
depths of the earth, into a cooler at her elbow, under 
which sets a cut glass tumbler from which to drink.

Then if 
it is a particularly fancy skirt you are obliged to direc 
the electric iron somewhat in its rather wild movements 
across the surface, and you will perhaps have to manip- 
ulate the fluter to a certain limited extent. 

All this, of course, is wearing, but it has its singu- 
lar compensation in the extent of the reflection it af- 
fords on the subject of how much harder the most of 
the other dwellers of the earth have to work for a liv- 
ing than you, who are a laundress. Such is the situa- 
tion in the home of Mr. and Mrs. Louis Swift.

The 
name is penned in fine, cramped handwriting, and 
evidently was written with laborious care, the great- 
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est attention being given to its appearance. The in- 
Vitations are printed, some in ordinary black lettering, 
some in ornate gilt with stamped figures at the top 
Wepicting men and women in old fashioned dress 
Foing through quaint, old fashioned dances, and all 
commenced with the staid beginning which was tn 
vogue at the time: “You are respectfully solicited 
to attend,“ etc. or “You are respectfully re- 
Quested to attend * 

When asked for a look at the invitations the face 
of Mr. Bournique lighted up. 

“I shall be glad to show them,” he said, and he 
Went to his safe and with tender hands and an air 
almost of reverence he brought them out—little, care- 
fully folded, yellow, musty reminders of other days. 

“They were given to me,” he said, “by a friend 
who knew the son of this Isaac Harmon. He came to 
me one day and said that he had some old invitations 
which he thought would interest me. He said that 
he would think the matter over and decide whether 
OF not he would give them to me. One day he came 
to me and said that he thought I would value them 
more than he would or could and so they came into 
my possession.

When Girls Needed No Chaperons. 

There were no chaperons in the years of 1838-41 
and 43. The young folks were invariably accompanied 
by their parents. This was the custom and no one 
dreamed of balking. Demure girls with hair parted 
in the middle and hanging down their backs in 
crimps or curls, dressed in hoop skirts, decorously 
took their way with their beaus,“ the parents being 
in strict attendance. 

“The dances then were widely different from the 
ones of today,” said Mr. Bournique. “Round dances 
were practically unheard of. It would have been con- 
sidered the height of immodesty for a girl to dance 
a waltz. All dances were square ones. These, of 
course, had some parts where waltzing was demanded. 
But it was waltzing in a company, not the ex- 
clusive waltz’ of the present day. . 

“The principal dances were the cotillon, which took 
the place of the German of today, excepting for the 
fact that the chosen partners remained partners in- 
stead of changing as they do in the German. Other 
dances were the “Highland Fling,” the “Prairte 
Queen” and the “Virginia Reel.” These were all 
popular but the cotillon was the favorite. 

There never was any hint of rowdyism, Every- 
thing was just as sedate as could be. The fun was 
genuine just the same. The refreshments were not 
the delicate viands which are served today, but good, 
solid, wholesome food. In that way I think the times 
have not improved.” 

In looking over the invitations are found the 
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names of men who have become famed in history. 

Isaac Harmon himself was a prominent man of 
other days, and, as the invitations would ind a 
social favorite. 

Then there is Buckner 8. Morris. Mr. Morris is 
mentioned several times in the invitations as a man- 
ager of the ball or as one of the committee. It will 
be remembered that he was, in 1829, elected as a 
member to the legislature, and again to the same 
Office in 1832. He took an active part in the bill to 
do away with slavery. He was a prominent figure 
in politics in 1833, when Chicago was organized as a 
town, and again in 1837, when it was made a eity. His 
bosom friends were Col. G. 8. Hubbard and Col. Rich- 
ard J. Hamilton, both of whom are mentioned in the 
invitations. 

J. C. Haines was evidently, too, a social star. He, 
it is known, was a member of the city council in 1848. 
In 1853 he was elected one of three water commission- 
ers, and is recognized as having been one of the 
founders of the waterworks system. He died on the 
fourth of July, 1896. 


«x * 
Long om Wentworth Went to the Dances. 

John Wentworth, better known as “Long John,” 
has his name on a number of the invitations. He has 
been a prominent figure in Chicago’s political cam- 
paigns. Twice he was elected mayor, once in 1857 and 
again in 1860. Both times when he took the mayor- 
ship there was a large floating debt against the 
city. Each time when he turned over his claim to 
office the debt had been canceled. It has been said 
time and again of Mr. Wentworth that he never was 
concerned in anything which meant pecuniary ad- 
vancement to himself, that he was absolutely honest 
—“ the honest politician.” 

Robert A. Kinzie, another whose name is men- 
tioned, carried on a fur trade here. His house, which 
was just across the river, was the popular rendez- 
vous for Indians and traders. 

Others named in the invitations are Joseph Naper, 
R. M. Sweet, H. G. Loomis, R. N. Murray, J. P. John- 
son, J. M. Warren, J. M. Smith, and M. A. Kimball. 
Many of the balls took place at Naperville, where the 
Preémption house was located.

Precious Documents of Historical Society. 

The pictures which are shown are copies of prints 
which are in the possession of the Chicago Historical 
society, which is the only place in the city where 
they may be found The society makes a point of

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Submarine Harbor Lights. 


HE existence of the long loved lighthouse and 

4 its cherished place in the lore of the sea is 

threatened. By the use of a system recently 

patented by an American inventor, Leon 

Dion, every harbor will be made a Great 

White Way, as bright and as easy to pass 

along as its famous prototype on terra firma in New 
York City. 

The patent is termed one of the few fundamental 
patents, and, like all revolutionary inventions, employs 
a tmethod so simple and so seemingly obvidus that it is 
inconceivable that nobody ever thought of it before. 
The idea is that there shall be a cable, having connected 
at suitable intervals short branches to which are at- 
tached incandescent electric lamps fitted with reflectors 
which will concentrate the light into parallel beams as 
nearly as possible, the whole system, of course, being 
designed to withstand the pressure and corrosive 
action of sea water. 

x * 

The lamp and reflector are made sufficiently buoyant 
so that they will maintain an upright position. The 
cable thus equipped is then laid in the proper position in 
the waterway to be lighted up, and connected with a 
source of electric supply from the shore. The course 
of the channel thus will be marked out by brilliantly 
lighted spots on the surface of the water. It is a well 
known fact that even the highest waves do not produce 
any disturbance a short distance below their own depth. 
The cable with its connected lamps therefore always 
will be in practically still water. 

One of the most important features of the Dion sys- 
tem is the fact that it offers equally as good guidance 
in the densest fog as in perfectly clear weather. Fog 
and wind practically never occur together, so that the 
beam of light would project from the level surface of 
the water up through the fog, the vessel being guided by 
pillars of fire like the Israelites of old.

By the use of what is known as a water telescope, 
which is nothing but a tube with an observation glass 
which can be dropped beneath the surface of the water, 
as by a bull’s-eye in the hull of the vessel below the 
water line, the ship could be guided without regard to 
the surface light on the water. The rapidity with 
which such a system can be installed and the fact that 
it is under control at every point from the shore renders 
it a highly valuable aid in war time. 


Grand Opera of Fe uture. 


HUNDRED years from now the marvelous 

music of Melba; Patti, Kubelik, Calvé, and 

other equally celebrated musicians may be 

heard by those who will be born many, 

many years after these artists shall have 

passed away. Alfred Clarke is a New York- 
er by birth but a Parisian by adoption, and it is he 
who has constructed a vault in the cellars of the 
Paris opera house in which have been placed leaden 
casks containing a number of records of the voices 
of present day singers, as well as some orchestral 
pieces. In this way posterity will be able to know at 
exactly what tempo the conductor of the orchestra 
rendered these compasitions and how the singers in- 
terpreted their parts. The ceremonies attending the 
burial of the voices, as the Parisians called it, were 
attended by many distinguished men of letters, and 
were most impressive, held in the dark cellars. The 
event was considered as marking an epoch in the 
arts, 


New Motor on the Farm. 


HIS is a revolution comparable only to the 
coming of the telegraph and the trolley, 
and it already is reported to have displaced 
200,000 horses in planting and harvesting 
crops. This cheap and efficient piece of 
machinery plows the farmer's fields, plants 

his grain, cuts and harvests the crops, hauls the prod- 
ucts to market. It revolves the churn for the dairy- 
man, drives the separator for the creamery men, gen- 


erates electricity for house and barn lighting, shears — 


the sheep of the big sheep men, clips the horns for the 
stock raiser, and lightens the burden of the house- 
wife by pumping water, running sewing machines and 
washing outfits. 

In arid regions the gasoline motor pumps the 
water for house and field, saws and cuts the wood, 
and even carries the farmer and his family to town 
on pleasure or business. When not running the en- 
gine is not consuming fuel, while its keep through 
the winter, when in storage, is nothing. 

In the great northwest the gasoline thrashing out- 
fits are conspicuous features at the harvest season. 
They are much lighter than the old thrashing plants 
and they are self-propelling, on rubber tires, so they 
can be run euslty and quickly from farm to farm. 

x x 

The gasoline motor is important on market days. 
The farmers’ wives and daughters have learned to 
operate the machines and often may be seen peddling 
farm produce from automobiles @hrough the western 
towns. The heavy steam traction engine has been 
in service upward of a quarter of a century, and was 


the salvation of the big wheat farmer. But they were 


used practically for nothing save thrashing and reap- 
ing, and that on big farms. But the little, power- 
ful gasoline motor is so flexible that it is in use for 
a dozen little jobs that formerly were done by hand 
or horse power. 

The traction engines opened up to cultivation the 
great tract of rich farming lands extending from 
the Hudson bay ta the Gulf of Mexico and from the 
Mississippi to the Rockies, which, on account of the 
scarcity of water, could not be tilled. But the gas- 
oline motor has Jivided and subdivided this empire of 
fertility into thousands of farms which the ordinary 
farmer now cultivates. It has done for the small 
farm what the steam traction engine did for the 1,000 
acre farm. 


Ocean Wave Telegraphy. 


HIS is a new and startling invention of one 

John Gardner, an English engineer, who 

uses for his particular species of wireless 

telegraphy ordinary sound waves trans- 

mitted through water. These waves are 

used for producing effects of various kinds 

through electrical agencies affected by vibration set 

up by the waves. By using musical notes of a def- 

inite pitch, to which his receiving instruments are 

tuned, he insures immunity from interference, since 

his instrument hears only one tone and is deaf to 
all others. 

At the sound receiving station the essential ap- 

paratus consists of a vibrator sensitive enough to 

answer to the faintest impulse of the proper sound 


waves. This vibrator, or resonator, is 4 strip of thin | 


metallic tape attached to the inside of a vessel's bot- 
tom, floating in such a way that it may receive all 
the vibrations given to that part of the fship’s skin” 
exposed to the submarine sound waves. In this way 
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the tape vibrates sympathetically to all the impulses 
reaching the craft’s submerged plating. But, being 
tuned to a definite note, the required magnitude of 
these responsive vibrations takes place only on the 
arrival of the right tone. Then the tape starts the 
electrical action upon which depends all further at. 
fects at the receiving station. 

Mr. Gardner has devised not’ only these single tune 
instruments, but algo a three tune instrument, which 


requires the simultaneous sounding of all three notes 


m order to release the relay tongue before the de- 
sired operation which follows can take place. The 


invention is thought to be especially valuable in naval . 


or military operations where secrecy and non-inter- 
ference are highly esteemed. Also it can be used for 
turning on and off the lights in buoys. 

There are many other possibilities of usefulness 
developing, so that the application of the invention 
becomes limited only by the range of sound of the 
directive signal generator. To increase this range 
Mr. Gardner has in mind a powerful sounding appa- 
ratus by which he n to control a distance ot 
many miles. 


Ships That Cannot Sink. 


HESE are the invention of Gen. E. E. Gou- 

laeff of London. They are much broader than 

they have been or are at present, with their 

length the same or even somewhat longer. 

This form and construction provides treble 

— broadside corridors, running lengthwise. These 

are rendered possible by_the extra breadth of the vessel 

and are intended to refiutce to a minimum the quantity 

of water that may enter through injuries or openings 
made in*the underwater skin. 

The increase of breadth is made at the expense of 
draft of water, so much so that the ratio is 4:5 instead 
of the usual 2:3. Im the wide treble side there are safety 
longitudinal corridors surrounding nearly the whole 
length of the vessel. 

So far as practicable there are to be no other water 
tight or other kind of doors, but only the smallest pos- 
sible, permanently closed manholes for the purpose of 
giving access to the cellular compartments along the 
corridors from the top. 

The double bottom and double sides of vessels intro- 
duced in the 606 by Sir Edward Reed were well 
enough in ante-torpedo days. But now something dif- 
ferent is needed. Gen. Goulaeff has it in his cellular 
side corridors. which he purposes to make about eight- 
een feet in width. Thanks to this, all the internal vital 
parts of the ship, especially those liable to explosion 
like the steam boilers, magazines, shot and shell rooms, 
etc., are removed from the outer skin for a distance of 
about eighteen feet inward on each side toward the cen- 
ter of the vessel, thus efficiently securing their protec- 
tion from outside explosion or any other mode of at- 


tack. 


R * 


In larger ships a distance of twenty feet is proposed 
for the corridor width. The old objection that a vessel 
of this great beam would be slow is met and answered 
by recent experiments indicating that at high speeds 
the horse power needed to drive such a boat is really 
less than for the ordinary kind, owing to the lessened 
draft. The smaller draft is considered by the inventor a 
distinct advantage. The broad beam vessel would be 
practically unsinkable and uncapsizable. Her rolling 
would be heavy, not jerky. 

Gen. Goulaeff asserts that he has had offers to build 
an armor clad of his type, together with a floating 
dock large enough to hold it, for the cost of a vessel of 
the game tonnage of the ordinary model. 


Building 2,000 Feet High. 


EW YORK man already has perfected the 

plans for a colossally tall tower building, 

which is to rise 2,000 feet above the street 

level and cost about $60,000,000. F. O0. 

Semsch, chief engineer for Ernest Flagg, 

architect of ‘the Singer building, is respon- 

sible for the design of the tallest building probably 

ever conceived by man and rising to the supreme 
limit: allowed by the laws of New York City. 

By the building code of the eastern metropolis the 


maximum pressure under the footings on a rock bot- 


tom, if caisson foundations are used, is not to exceed 
fifteen tons a square foot. When that point has been 
reached, and not till then, the building department 
says “Enough.” But it makes no stipulations to the 
number of stories that may have been heaped up ere 
this point Was reached. 

Mr. Semsch found that 150 stories in a building 
2,000 feet in height practically would be the limit. 
Assuming a lot 200 feet square, Mr. Semsch calculated 
his structure to have walls twelve inches thick at the 
top and 140 inches, or almost twelve feet, thick at 
the bottom. They would weigh 203,000 tons if built 
of brick, ‘while the floors would add 213,500 tons. The 
„ive“ floor load would be 100,000 tons, making a total 
of 516,500 tons. This, distributed over the 40,000 
square feet available for footings, would result in a 
pressure of thirteen tons a square foot, which, with 
wind and other incidental pressure, easily would bring 
the total pressure to the maximum of fifteen tons a 
square foot. Since the overturning center of pressure 
would be 1,000 feet above the street level, the over- 
turning moment would be 6,000,000 tons.

The dead weight of the huge mass would be 80 
great that there would be no danger of overturning. 
Opposed to the overturning moment of 6,000,000 foot 
zons there would be a moment of stability of 51,650,- 
000 foot tons, making the overturning moment not 
quite 12 per cent. As designed, this mammoth build- 
ing practically would be ten fifteen storied buildings 
placed one on top of each other. The Equitable Life 
company’s new building, the plans for which have 
deen filed, will rise 909 feet above New York’s street 
level.

Frost Proof Plums Are Fase 
The most celebrated of all Bunbank’s creations are 
his plums, which mark an epoch in plum raising and 
can. be grown in the southern states and elsewhere

where all other plums have been failures. This is be- 


cause they are hardy and productive, fleshy, toothsome 


and frost proof in the Slossoming period. The Alham- _ 


bra plum is descended from seven distinct parents, 
some American, some. Japanese, some European. Dach 
generation requires about three years. The seedlings 
were grafted in their first summer on old trees and 
thereby made to blossom unusually early, so that the 
whole pedigree includes only thirteen years. 

As seon as he has originated a new kind of useful 
or un 3 flower, . or — he sells. 
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it to one of the great seedsmen, florists and nursery- 
men with whom he is in constant relationship. They 
take the whole stock, multiply it and offer it to the 


trade. They buy the exclusive right of selling the new 


variety and nothing of it is left on the farms of Bur- 


„bank, which are filled with the novelties destined for 


the immediate future. 

There are exceptions, however. In driving Dr. De 
Vries to his Sebastopol farm Burbank pointed out an 
enormous walnut tree in one of the gardens along the 
road. It far surpassed all the surrounding trees, 
though many of them were older in age. it it a hybrid 

tween the native California black walnat and the 
New England birek walnut. Next to the redwood and 
big trees Perhaps Prof. De Vries regarded it as the 
largest tree and the fastest grower he ever saw.

Stoneless Prunes of Delicious Flavor. 

Seedless apples and double flowered lilacs were pro- 
duced in Europe, but from the Burbank farms come the 
stoneless prunes, one of the celebrated marvels. Inside 
of these attractive fruits is a seed like an almond in its 
snell, and with a fine flavor like an aknond, but with- 
out any hard coverings. It is surrounded only by a 
pale jelly with some stray remnants of hard stony ma- 
terial which do not offer any resistance to the teeth or 
to the knife. 

‘All around the jelly is the clear greenish juicy 
fruit flesh exactly as in an ordinary plum. The amount 
of stony remnants varies greatly along with the other 
characters. Some hybrids are more stony, otuers less. 

The less stony are to be chosen and crossed with 
large hignly flavored prunes so as to get a superior 
quality so they may be crossed with all other exist- 
ing cultivated varieties in order to transmit the lack of 
a stone to all of them, and so ultimately to replace all 
the present varieties by corresponding stoneless kinds. 

The Burbank experiments take infinite patience and 
eternal vigilance and an extensive acreage, The large 
scale on which the work is carried on is a special fea- 
ture. The chance of finding some widely divergent in- 
dividual increases with the number of the plants of 
course. 

In some hundred specimens a valuable sprout hardly 
can be expected, but amo many thousands it may 
well occur. The result depends largely on numbers. 
In one year Burbank burned up 65,000 2 and 3 year old 
hybrid seedling berry bushes in one great bonfire and 
had fourteen other fires as big the same summer. 

He grafts his hybrid plums by the hundreds on the 
same old tree and has hundreds of such trees, each cov- 
2 with the most astonishing variety of follage and 
ruit. 

Smaller species he sows in seed boxes and selects

Turbine’s Latest Triumph. 


HE crossing the Atlantic in less than five 
days marks a new epoch in voyaging as well 
as in turbine practice. 

Although the steam turbine is a recent en- 
‘gineering development, it really is the oldest 
steam engine in existence, The Greek philoso- 


pher Hero, in the second century B. C., describes a primi- 
tive turbine which worked well and 
hollow ball mounted on

Of this the im- 
provements made in the last few years for marine use 
are ample testimony. The Lusitania and the Maure- 
tania, which represent the latest development in turbine 
engineering, are fitted each with about 70,000 horse 
power in turbine, and have all the maneuvering advan- 
tages of a twin screw vessel. The Lusitania crosses 
the Atlantic at an average speed of 24.5 knots an hour. 

On land the steam turbine scores similar success, 
especially in electric power stations. Many millions of 
horse power in steam turbines already are in operation 
all over the world for the production of electrical energy. 
One of the reasons for the speedy triumphs of the 
turbine since its recent recognition is that it has a 


As with the telegraph and telephone, there is at one 
end a transmitter, at the other end a receiver.

George Sutherland of London for more 
than twenty years has been making stud- 
jes of inventions and in view of his ex- 
perience he has assumed the perilous role 

ot prophet, forecasting certain results 

which ne believes must surely follow 

from present tendencies, revolutionizing industry, agri- 

culture, commerce, housekeeping work, and play in town 
and country. 

He thinks it strange that while so much has deen 
talked about turning the energies’ of the tides to ac- 
count in the service of man, comparatively little at- 
tention has been paid to wave power. He conceives that 
the waves offer between two and three thousand times 
as much opportunity for the capture of natural pow- 
ers as the tides could ever present, and he believes 
that in no other form is the energy of the wind brought 
forward in so small a compass or in so concrete a form. 
A steamship of 10,000 tons gross weight wiich rises 
and falls ten times per minute through an average 
aeight of 3.3 feet is thereby subjected to an influence 
equal to 22,400 horse power. 

The wave power machine when allied to electric 
transmission is expected to supply in a cheap end con- 
venient form a material proportion of the energy re- 
quired during the twentieth century for industrial pur- 
poses. Easy and effective transmission is a sine qua 
non in this case just as in the utilization of waterfalls 
situated far from the factory. 

* * 


Power of Ocean Billows Constant. 

Hardly any natural source of power is so nearly 
constant as the ocean billows. Shakespeare takes as 
his embiem of perpetual motion the dancing waves o 
th’ sea.“ The ocean coasts, where the wave power is 
constant, are far from manufacturing centers. but elec- 
trical transmission abolishes space. The simplest form 
of wave motor, Mr. Sutherland believes, will be found 
suggested by the ferry boat tied to a pier. The pull 
exerted by the rope is equal to the inertia of the boat 
as it falls into the trough of each wave successively, 
and the amount of power involved in rough weather 
may be estimated ty the thickness of tie rope 
that is generally found necessary to secure even the 
g@maliest craft. 

A large buoy moored at a convenient distance from 
the coast supplies the first idea of wave motor on this 
primary principle as adapted for the generation of 
power. On the cliff a high derrick is erected. Over a 
pulley or wheel the cable connects both with the 
engine house. An interesting fact which gives to wave 
power a peculiarly enhanced value as a source of stored 
wind power is that the surface of the ocean, wild as it 
appears on occasions, is not moved by such extremes of 
agitation as the atmosphere. In a calm it is never so 
far beyond the normal condition in its agitation as is 
the wind. The ocean surface, to some extent, operates 
as the governor of a steam engine cheoking an excess 


in either direction. 


In moderate wedther the number of waves to the 
mile is greatly increased, while their speed is not much 
diminished. Indeed, the rate at which they travel may 
even be inoreased. :

Sleam Turbine Will Be Revolutionary. 

In artificial power, Mr. Sutherland believes, the 
steam engine is the most clearly visible of the revo- 
lutionizing agencies. He believes that the steam tur- 
bine is the forerunner of other engines designed to 
utilize the force of an emissive jet of vapor or gas. 
There are many processes in which gases generated by 
chemical combinations are permitted to escape without 
performing any services, not even that of giving up 
the energy which they may be made to store up when 
held in compression in a closed vessel. As soon as the 
force of the emission jet can be applied as a factor in 
giving motive power the fact that no close fitting parts 
are required for the places upon which the line of 
force impinges will alter the conditions of the whole 
problem. 

As an instance of the class of work for which 
@ascous jets for driving turbines can do usefully there 
is tae farm-made superphosphate of lime. By sub- 
jecting bones to the action of sulphuric acid the farm- 
er may manufacture his own phosphatic fertilizers for 
the enrichment of his land. But the carbonic dioxide 
and other gases generated as the result of the opera- 
tion are wasted. So at present it pays better to carry 
the bones to the sulphuric acid than to reverse the 
procedure by conveying the acid to the farm, where 
bones are a by-product. They are so bulky, however, 
that there is serious waste of labor in the transmis- 
sion. 

Sometimes it is cheaper for the farmer to make his 
hypophosphates. Many domestic industries which were 
crushed out of existence during the early part of the 
nineteenth century, Mr. Sutherland believes, will be 
resuscitated by the small and inexpenrive turbines.

Cheap Engine May Bring Freedom. 

The dear steam engine created the factory system 
and brought the operatives to live close together in 
long rows of unsightly dwellings, but the cheap engine, 
in conjunction with the motor driven by tranrmitted 
electricity, will give to the workers comparative free-- 
dom again to live where they please, and to enjoy the 
legitimate pleasures both of town and of country. 

During the twentieth centtiry the same revolution 
that overswept the towns in the nineteenth century is 
expected to transform the rural districts, taking labor 
from the hand. and transferring it to machinery. Al- 
ready in farming regions near unlimited supplies of 
water, schemes have been set on foot for the supply 
of power on codperative principles to the farmers of 
fertile land in America, Germany, France, and Great 
Britain. The great spur in this movement has been 
the need for irrigation. But the presence of power 
which can be shifted from place to place on the farm 
for the purpose of watering the ground must soon 
suggest the idea of applying the same mechanical en- 
ergy to the digging or plowing of the soil. 

Mr. Sutaerland believes that the analogy of the rock 
Grill in mining work will be followed. The farmer 
will use an implement much smaller and handler than 
a movable steam engine, but supplied with power from 
@ central station, either on his own land or ir some 
Place maintained by codperative or public agency. Just 
as the miner pounds away at the rock by means of 
compressed air or electricity brought to his hands 
through a pipe or a wire, so the farmer will work his 
land by spades or plows by the same kind of me- 
chanical power. The advantages of electrical trans- 
mission of energy will greatly favor this kind of instal- 
lation on the farm as compared with any other method 
of distribution which as yet is in sight.

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Explanatory telegrapay is the name Mr. Sutaerland 
assigns to the role of electricity in mining. And an 
important role he makes it, no less than the discovery 
of profitable mines. He believes that eafth curreats 
of electricity exercise an appreciable influence in de- 
termining the occurrence of gold and silver and that 
to some extent they have been instrumental in set- 
tung the distribution of other metals. 

Experiments conducted by Prof. Trowbridge of Har- 
var@ have proved beyond a dovbt that by means of a 
telephone or a microphone afi observer can tell in 
which direction from a given point the best line of 
conductivity runs. Near a water course or a moist 
patch of the earth’s surface the words are distinctly 
more audible than they are at a similar distance when 
there is no moisture. Deflections of the compass due @ 
the passing of earth currents along the natura) lines 
of conductivity in the soil or rocks are recognized by 
surveyors and astronomers.

Occult Reasons Not Understood. 

The occult scientific reasons for the connection be- 
tween electricity and minerals may not be understood, 
but it suffices for practical purposes to know tnat in a 
certain line from the surface outcropping of a. mineral 
lode there has been demonstrated less electrical re- 
sistance than in any other direction; also to know that 
this line of least resistance coincides with the best line 
of mineral bearing country. 

The water difficulty has obliged the abandonment 
of many valuable mines in which the position of the 
lodes are still well known. Sunken riches lying be- 
neath the sea in old Spanish galleons aAave rouxed the 
cupidity and the imgenuity of speculators and engi- 
neers, but the total amount of wealth thus hidden 
away from view is a mere insignificant fraction of the 
value of the rich metalliferous lodes which Me below 
the water level in flooded mines. 

Mr. Sutherland believes that during the twentieth 
century miners will iearn now to carry on their work 
under water, and that they wil) perfect a sy:tem of 
subaqueous mining; The work of boring by compressed 
air, of blasting out the rock, and of filling the trucks, 
all will be performed under the surface. 

The cheap transmission of power by electricity will 
effect a more profound revolution in the gold mining 
industry than in almost any other. The man bin- 
drance to investments in gold mining is the expense 
of carrying heavy machinery to the mine waile results 
are a lottery. With electrical meahs for locating the 
gold and with power supplied from a central] station, 
matters will be much different. 


* * 
Progress Depends On Wire. 

The telegraphic wire in the home and street will 
fulfill an important part in the economy of the twen- 
tieth century. The call to awake in the morning in 
both cities and towns doubtless will be made by wire- 
less telegraphy, which also will be used for the pur 
pose of regulating the domestic clocks, so that if de- 
sired any suitable form of clock alarm may be used 
with the most perfect confidence. A tentative sys- 
tem of this kind has been adopted in connection with 
certain telephone. exchanges in which special officers 
have the duty o Uing those who pay the small sum 
covering the expense. 

The clock controlled by wireless telegraphy, Mr. 
Sutherland believes, will have a rapid development 
from the time it is first introduced. There will be no 
more use for the elaborate clockworks at afy place 
except. the central stations. The domestic clock will 
become mainly a “receiver” for the wireless telegraphic 
apparatus and its internal mecaanism ‘will de re- 
duced perhaps to 4 couple of wheels needed to trans- 
mit the motion of a minute hand to that which indi- 
cates the hours. 

The best protected safes of the twentieth century 
will be enmeshed in networks of wires. These wires will 
be so related to an electric circuit that the breaking of 
any one of them at any part of its course will ring a 
bell and give a warning at the police station as well 
as any other desired piace. 

Many merchants will have their telephonic appa- 
ratus fitted with arrangements for setting up type and 
with receiving apparatus for making the records in 
typewriting.

Transmit Note By Phone. 

If they fail to find a subscriber or correspondent 
on hand at the time he is wanted they can write a 
note to him, which he will find hanging on a paper 
strip from his telephone when he returns. Another 
mode of accomplishing the same result is to provide 
the telephone receiver itself with a moving strip of 
steel, which, in ita varying degrees of magnetization, 
records the spoken words so that at some distance ot 
time they will actuate the diaphragm of the receiver 
and emit spoken words. 

Electric heating is to be the way of the twentieth 
century for keeping warm. in houses a network of 
wire, crossing and recrossing but always carrying the 
same current, may be embedded in plaster and a gentle 
heat may be imparted to the ‘whole mass through the 
resistance of the wires to the electricity and their 
contact with the nonconducting materia}. Panels win 
probably be constructed and affixed to the wall. form- 
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ing a kind of solld dado from three to four feet up 
from the floor. When the current is switched on they 
are slowly warmed up by the heat generated through 
the resistance of the wires, and the air in the toom is 
gently heated without being vitiated or Jeprived of its 
Oxygen as it is by the presence of flames, whether of 
fuel or of gas.

To Make Ventilation Perfect. 

Ventilation is another household reform which will 
be greatly accelerated by low cost electric power. 
The great majority of civilized people have no idea of 
ventilation excepting the sort that depends upon leav- 
ing the house open to the weather. One man is sitting 
in church under a down draft from an open window 
above him while others in different parts of the build- 
ing may be sweltering in the heat and feel stified 
through the vitiated air. In homes it is the same, so 
that among the poor there is a general habit of sup- 
Pressing ventilation altogether. Rooms are closed at 
the ‘beginhing of winter and remain so practically 
until sammer weather. 

Many others in better circumstances have equally 
bad habits. In this way tuberculosis and many other 
ills are developed. But as electric lighting of dwell- 
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ing houses becomes universal heating, lighting, and 
ventilating all will be arranged for at the same time. 
Cooking will also be done by electricity. 

It is hardly to be expected that everybody will 
live in a crystal palace, but with the enormous prog- 
ress that is being made in the construction of dwell- 
ings with tron or steel frames and in the adaptation. 
of various materials so that they may serve for bulla- 
ing, it seems clear to Mr. Sutherland that many roofs 
and large parts of walls will be made with steel and 
glass. They will be sheltered permanently from the 
direct rays of the sun when high in the heavens by 
shutters constructed on the Louvre principle, so that 
they may admit the light from the sky continually, 
but actual rays or beams of sunlight only for a short 
time after sunrise and at the close of day. 


The @eilings, if any are provided under the roofs, 
also will be glazed. This sort of houses will be ha- 
tened by the increasing insistence by physicians on 
the necessity for admitting plenty of light into the 
abodes of the sick, more particularly of families in- 
clined toward consumption. 

There will be household cooling apparatus as well 
as household heating plants. 4 convenient form 
of smal motor suitable for being driven by compressed 
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air or gases in this way is one in which a diminutive 
turbine is set at the bottom of a thin tube of mercury. 
The capsule, being fastened to the lower end of this 
apparatus, liberates at short intervals of time bubbles 
2 ee, or gas which, in the upward ascent, drive the 

The underlying principle is that a stream of gas 
ascending in a heavy liquid behaves in the same way 
as a stream of water descending by its own weight 
and turning a water wheel.

No Clinęging Effect in Old Time Chorus. 

The chinging effects of the clothing of the chorus 
girl of today would have been regarded with the utmost 
horror by those who went to see the chorus girls of 
yesterday. Why, what would our great grandfathers 
have said if they had suddenly been greeted on a Thurs- 
day night just after the Wednesday night prayer meet- 
ing with a sight of an insouciant chorus girl in a di- 
rectoire gown? ‘What would have been said by the 
dear, little, lavender scented grandmothers or great- 
grandmothers-to-be who accompanied them! O, no. It 
would have been impossible to have been a “ clinging” 
chorus girl a century ago. 

The costumes of chorus girls of other days were 
richer, if possible, than the costumes which one sees 
on the stage today. There were no spangles or glitter- 
ing ornaments, but the dresses were made of the richest 
of shimmering materials and no cloth Was grudged in 
the making. They were made far longer than they now 
are, many of them reaching to the ankles. 

It was the exception when a girl appeared in a regu- 
lar ballet costume, and when our great-grandfathers 
went to see these chorus girls they always went alone, 
for little, lavender scented great-grandmothers would 
have been shocked almost out of their prim little senses 
if they bad found themselves confronting one of these 
“creatures.” A chorus girl was usually a “creature” 
in the eyes of those who were not chorus girls, in days 
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boflice, touched on, on the sleeves and carried down into 


the skirt, in many cases surrounding the hem. An at- 
tempt always was made to carry out the design of the 
dress in the headdress. If, for instance,, rose had been 
used in the dress a wreath or cap of roses would be 
worn on the head. 

As a rule, the hair was dressed with exceeding plain- 
ness. When it was not simply arranged, however, it was 
just the opposite, put up with an elaborateness of de- 
tail that was bewildering. There were all sorts of bon- 
nets for these coiffures. They were made of sweeping 
feathers and floating ends of ribbon. They were made 
of flowers and beads and the plumage of gorgeously 
hued birds which had been slain in order that these 
girls of the chorus micht, with the covering of the dead, 
make themselves the more beautiful. 

‘The chorus girls of other days were most particular 
about the little accessories of the toilet. They realized 
the full importance of the cobwebby handkerchief and 


the dainty glove. They knew the difference ‘which the 


addition of oné flower could make caught carelessly 
here or there on the bodice. They knew when to wear 
jewels and how to wear them so that they would show

If so, you 
know that the chorus girl of a century ago did not need 
to be pleasing in the eyes of a multitude’ Public ap- 
proval was not what she was seeking. She did not have 
to care an iota for public opinion. What she must 
please was the taste of the aristocrats who frequented 
the playhouse where she had an engagement.

Aristocrats Were the Critics.

Jackson park works in many ways its won- 
ders to perform. Its biggest drawing card 
from an educational point of view is the 
Field museum, where the visitor can find 
almost anythjmg curious to gaze upon and 
ponder over.

An object of keen regard in the opening 
performance was the famous Rose Coghlan's 
young niece, Gertrude. I suppose that, be- 
yond a vague recollection aroused by the 
name of Coghlan in the bill, the second 
night’s audience may have taken Gertrude 
Coghlan for a Miss Nobody from Nowhere— 
a discovery by the management of chance 
talent of a kind needed by the play's hero- 
ine. The character is that of Beth, the 
ticket agent and telegrapher, and doubtless 
Mr. Forbes sought to get her as far as 
possible away from Hoyt s not yet forgotten 
lunch counter Sir of songs, dances. and 
short frock in A Hole in the Ground.”

I am watching the low price new plays to 
see what may be done to restore rough melo- 
drama to its former effectuality. Lart week 
I gave examples of unabated gunplay, but 
said that each contained an episode of more 
dramatic excitement; and this week's dis- 
closure indicates again that the makers of 
such pieces don't dare to disarm their heroes 
and heroines, but will additionally provide 
thrilling things for them to do.

thorities are to blame for having toler- 


broken up the dens of criminals instead 
of waiting for them to be burst down 
by. lawless whites. The authorities 
should have had in mind the fact that 
the spirit of race hatred was latent in 
the community and should hate been 
more on their guard against an outbreak. 
The failure and its consequences should 
be a warning to other municipalities io 
be on the alert when certain crimes 
are committed by. negroes. They must 
be ready to stamp out a riot at the be- 
ginning. 

The Springfield riot 15 been put 
down, the next step is to hunt down the 
rioters and prosecute and punish the 
largest possible number of them. The 
crimes committed by the two black men 
do not palliate the crimes committed 
by them. The greater the number ot. 
them sent to state’s prison, the greater 
the probability that the state capital will 
not again fall into the hands of a mob. 
The taxpayers of Springfield are liable 
for three-fourths ‘of the value o the 
property destroyed by the rioters. That 
may teach them that it would have been 
econdmy as well as good citisenship to 
coSperate with the peace officers of the 
city in quelling that costly mob. 

STREET CAR ACCIDENTS. 

Too many people are killed or injured by 
the street cars. Everybody recognizes that 
fact. The main interest is connected with 
the inquiry whether there is improve- 
ment in the conditions as the months 
pass by. No statistics which have been 
given are complete enough for satisfac- 
tory analysis, The totals do not indi- 
cate the number of casualties on differ- 
ent lines. The slaughter by old style 
cars and by the new ones is not differ- 
entiated. The results of the disturbed 
condition of the tracks due to rehabilita- 
tion are not set forth. 

But an average of more than two 
deaths a week is far too large. Oue 
thousand five hundred and thirty non- 
fatal accidents in six months is g bai 
record. The blame may possibly belong 
to passengers or people on the street as 
much as to the motormen. It is a safe 
proposition that no motorman takes de- 
light in maiming or killing people. The 
coroner's figures for 1907 afford some 
suggestions. They show forty killed at 
crossings, sixty-five killed when crossing 
the tracks in other places- than cross- 
ings, twenty-three killed by falling off 
the cars. In a good many of these cases 
the rightful placing of the blame would 
exculpate the motorman, 

Even in the reports of people killed 
by being crushed between cars er the 
same ‘number, nineteen, of those ‘to 
whom death came when getting on ot 
off cars the element of carelessness. on 
the part of the victim must not be over- 
looked. In the instances where tWelve 
persons were killed. when cars crushed 
into wagons. the chances are that the 
blame rested upon the motormen. Ner- 
ertheless the tabulation of the ways in 
which people lost their lives in connec- 
tion with street car traffic indicates 
clearly that there are two factors al- 
ways to be remembered, the careless- 
ness of the individual and the reckleas- 
ness or inattention of the motorman or 
conductor. 7

The wedding 
present is optional to a eertaln extent. 
Its aggregate seems large, but it only 
amounts to $18.06 per wedding. At first 
sight this would seem to be a huge mis- 


take, ‘but the bulletin editor explains it 


by pointing ont that only 22 per cent of 
the presents were actually bought for the 
occasion by the donors’ and that fully 60 
per cent of such presents do service a 
great many tithes. It is a sad‘ comment, 
also, upon social aimbitions and bridal 
duplicity that many. displays of presents 
are padded out by borrowing articles 
‘from relatives and hiring them from deal 
ers. In these days, also, when marriages 
are put on and off: ‘like old shoes, it is 
probable that the presents at a first mar- 
riage do duty at a second or third. We 
all know that trousseaus also are. often 
handed down from mother to daughbtei 
and thus do double service. It is likely, 
therefore, that if the government flg- 
ures were carefally analyzed and all al- 
lowances were made tlie bill of expenses 
would de copiderably. reduced.

Plato’s assertion that music is a means of popular edcuation has 
been repeated in our time. But musie can substantially only educate 
to music. Whoever asks anything else from it only gives evidence 
that he is not able to appreciate what it offers him. 

Music is an art wholly of its own kind which 
can be compared, as to means and effects, with 
no other art. Nobody has insisted more ener- 
getically on this distinct position of music than 
Schopenhauer. “ Music is quite independent of 
the visible. world, is absolutely ignorant of it, 
end could exist in a. certain way if there were 
no world, which cannot be said of the other 
arts.” All the other arts take their models from 
the visible world, from nature; they are imita- © 
tive, representative arts; but music, in its pure . 
w at least, copies no natural phenomena oe -* 
any sort whatever.
